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Report from the Academic Policy Committee 

During the 1994-1995 academic year, the following changes in academic policies were approved: 

1 . The deadline for changing the grading in a course to CR/NC will be the end of the 1 Oth week of the 
semester. 

(Weekend College and HOPE Program students should consult their program offices for their 
respective deadlines.) 

2. The deadline for withdrawing from a course with a T is the 10th week of the semester. 
(Weekend College and HOPE Program students should consult their program offices for their 
respective deadlines.) 

3. Effective Fall 1995 the grading selection of AUDIT should be chosen when a student wishes to 
preview a course which will be enrolled in at a later date for a letter grade or to review a course that 
has already been successfully completed as preparation for further study, or for intellectual curiosity 
and enrichment. 

Policies and Procedures for an Audit: 

• Students must register for an Audit by the end of the second week of the semester on a space- 
available basis. 

• Once requested, an Audit status cannot be reversed. 

• Students must attend a reasonable number of classes in order to receive an "AU" on their 
transcript. 

• Faculty have the option of requesting other requirements in addition to reasonable attendance, 
such as participation of students requesting to Audit. A space will be provided on the Audit 
Form where faculty can stipulate the conditions agreed upon for an Audit. 

• If the conditions of the Audit are not met the instructor may use the grading option of "IT 
(Unauthorized Withdrawal). 

4. Beginning with the Fall 1995 semester, the following changes in the CREDIT/NO CREDIT policy 
will become effective: 

a. Courses used to fulfill General Studies requirements MAY NOT be taken on a CR/NC basis. 

b. Students may not take more than six (6) units of elective units on a CR/NC basis. Courses 
which are only offered on a CR/NC basis are not counted as part of the six units. 

5. Beginning with the Fall 1995 semester, the College's policy on an INCOMPLETE is amended to 
include the following changes: 

a. A student requesting an Incomplete must obtain the signature of the instructor and the 
department chairperson by the last day of class and prior to the day of the final exam. 

b. Faculty must assign a default grade when approving an Incomplete. The default grade will be 
recorded on the student's transcript history when a completed grade is not assigned by the 
instructor and/or an extension of the incomplete is not processed. 

c. An Incomplete may only be extended for one additional semester with the approval of the 
instructor, the department chairperson, and the appropriate academic dean.

During the 1994-1995 academic year, the following changes in academic policies were approved: 

1 . The deadline for changing the grading in a course to CR/NC will be the end of the 10th week of the 
semester. 

(Weekend College and HOPE Program students should consult their program offices for their 
respective deadlines.) 

2. The deadline for withdrawing from a course with a T is the 10th week of the semester. 
(Weekend College and HOPE Program students should consult their program offices for their 
respective deadlines.) 

3. Effective Fall 1995 the grading selection of AUDIT should be chosen when a student wishes to 
preview a course which will be enrolled in at a later date for a letter grade or to review a course that 
has already been successfully completed as preparation for further study, or for intellectual curiosity 
and enrichment. 

Policies and Procedures for an Audit: 

• Students must register for an Audit by the end of the second week of the semester on a space- 
available basis. 

• Once requested, an Audit status cannot be reversed. 

• Students must attend a reasonable number of classes in order to receive an "AU" on their 
transcript. 

• Faculty have the option of requesting other requirements in addition to reasonable attendance, 
such as participation of students requesting to Audit. A space will be provided on the Audit 
Form where faculty can stipulate the conditions agreed upon for an Audit. 

• If the conditions of the Audit are not met the instructor may use the grading option of "U" 
(Unauthorized Withdrawal). 

4. Beginning with the Fall 1 995 semester, the following changes in the CREDIT/NO CREDIT policy 
will become effective: 

a. Courses used to fulfill General Studies requirements MAY NOT be taken on a CR/NC basis. 

b. Students may not take more than six (6) units of elective units on a CR/NC basis. Courses 
which are only offered on a CR/NC basis are not counted as part of the six units. 

5. Beginning with the Fall 1995 semester, the College's policy on an INCOMPLETE is amended to 
include the following changes: 

a. A student requesting an Incomplete must obtain the signature of the instructor and the 
department chairperson by the last day of class and prior to the day of the final exam.

This organization is a frequent target of the Nigerian 
government, and its members have sometimes been tortured or jailed on false charges. You can help by writing 
letters on their behalf to government authorities in Nigeria.

Clarification of Changes in 
Academic Policy

The James Madison Memorial Fellowship awards fellowships to future school teachers of American his- 
tory, American government, and social studies in grades 7-12 to support their graduate study of the roots, 
principles, framing, and development of the United States Constitution. Junior Fellows are awarded to 
college seniors and college graduates without teaching experience. Each fellowship recipient must take at 
least 12 semester hours or their equivalent in topics directly related to the framing and history of the Consti- 
tution of the United States. Junior Fellows will be eligible for a maximum of $24,000 for up to two years 
of full time study, prorated over the period of study. Fellowships pay for the actual costs of tuition, required 
fees, book, room and board. In 1996, the Foundation intends to select at least one James Madison Fellow 
(either a Junior or a Senior Fellow) from each state. Eligibility: U.S. citizen or U.S. national; qualify for 
study toward a master's degree in American history or political science or a Masters of Arts in Teaching in 
history or political science or a related master's degree in education that permits a concentration in Ameri- 
can history, American government or social studies; agree to teach full time in a secondary school for no 
less than one year for each full academic year of study under a fellowship; and possess a bachelor's degree 
or plan to receive a bachelor's degree no later than August 31, 1996. Application deadline: March 1, 
1996.

More than 60 alumnae and 
friends attended an 
unveiling ceremony for a 
sculpture of Cuban patriot Jose 
Julian Marti on Saturday, 
February 3, in the Doheny campus 
Lecture Hall. 

A Cuban native, Marti 
became active in the movement for 
liberation in Cuba during the late 
1800s. He was captured twice in 
Spain and spent much time in 
Guatemala, where he was a 
university professor, and in New 
York City, where he was consul for 
several South American countries. 
In New York he founded the 
Cuban periodical La P atria. He 
headed two expeditions to Cuba in 
in the rebellion of 1895, and was 
killed in the battle of Dos Rios that 
same year. 

The sculpture in his honor 
was donated by the Cuban 
American Teacher's Association 
and the Patronatos of Jos6 Marti, 
Inc.

"fast" from gossip, from over-busyness, from unkind comments, from cynicism, from television, from 
unhealthly foods, from cigarettes, alcohol or other drugs ... You decide! 

Prayer is the heart of the Christian life, and we are asked in Lent to pay special attention to the quality 
of our prayer. This is a great time to decide to regularly participate in Mass, to spend a half hour a day 
in quiet prayer, to read scripture, to attend the faith-sharing group meetings. 

Almsgiving refers to giving to the poor. Join other students in feeding the homeless on Sunday nights, 
in reading to children, in writing letters for political prisoners, in cleaning out your closet, in giving 
whatever you can wherever you can.

Fannie Lou Hamer (1917-1977) 

When she found out that African Americans had the right to vote under the U.S. 
Constitution, but had been denied that right by local laws and prejudiced officials, 
Hamer was outraged. For the next fifteen years she dedicated her life to 
organizing southern Blacks to claim their legal right to vote and be recognized as 
as significant force in national politics. She suffered beatings by the police, lost 
her job, and was forced to leave her home because of her belief in justice for all. 
In 1964, she led the Mississippi Freedom Democratic Party delegation to the 
Democratic Convention, forcing the party to reconsider the way in which women 
and minorities were represented within its state delegations. 

Ella Baker (1903-1987) 

Considered the single most influential woman in the Civil Rights Movement of 
the 1950s and '60s, Ella Jo Baker worked tirelessly for 50 years as a behind-the- 
scenes organizer, without concern for personal recognition or publicity. She was 
the Director of Branches for the NAACP for almost 20 years, and also helped 
form the Southern Christian Leadership Conference (SCLC), the Student 
Nonviolent Coordinating Committee (SNCC), and the Mississippi Freedom 
Democratic Party.

Elizabeth Cady Stanton (1815-1902) 
Susan B. Anthony (1820-1906) 

From the time she was a child, Stanton understood chscrimina- 
tion against women. In 1848, she was one of the organizers of 
the Seneca Falls Convention, the first mass meeting called to 
protest women's lack of rights in the U.S. At that historic meet- 
ing, she was the first to call for the right to vote for women. 
Susan Anthony, an active abolitionist and temperance worker, 
joined the women's rights cause in 1 85 1 . Over the remainder of 
their lifetimes, the two women worked together as a team for women suffrage and expanded rights. Stanton, at 
home tending her seven children, wrote the brilliant speeches fearlessly delivered by Anthony as she traveled the 
country coast-to-coast. Together they laid the groundwork and developed the ideas which were the cornerstone of 
the women's rights movement for over 50 years.

Mary Harris "Mother" Jones (1830-1930) 

Formerly a teacher and seamstress, "Mother" Jones set out on a 
new career as a labor organizer at the age of 50. Primarily 
concerned with the plight of children working in the textile 
mills in the East and coal miners in the West, she spent the last 
50 years of her life in a crusade to organize the workers, support 
strike efforts, and bring public attention to their cause. She 
traveled constantly, often living without a permanent home or 
income, moving from one industrial area to the next, wherever 
she was needed. She is most famous for leading miner's wives 
armed only with brooms and mops, to chase off strikebreakers 
in Colorado, and for organizing a march of Pennsylvania child 
mill workers all the way to President Roosevelt's home on Long 
Island in an effort to dramatize the evils of child labor.

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CAREER PLANNING ANNOUNCES CHANGES IN THE GRE TESTING 

PROCEDURES 

Educational Testing Service has advised us of the folllowing changes regarding the GRE: 

* During the 1996-97 academic year, the paper and pencil GRE will be given only 3 days: October 12, 
December 14 and April 12 only. 

* The Computer-Based testing (CBT) is offered six days a week from September through February in Santa 
Monica and 225 other sites throughout the United States. Students will be able to take the CBT up to six 
times per testing year. The CBT allows students to see their scores immediately following the test 
administration. 

* Beginning in 1 999, the GRE will only be offered as a Computer-based test. 

* In 1997, the components of the GRE will change in order to create two General Test packages. Package #1 
will include verbal, quantitative and analytical reasoning and writing. Package#2 will include verbal, 
analytical and mathematical reasoning and writing. Graduate schools will indicate which test applicants 
should take.

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CAREER PLANNING ANNOUNCES CHANGES IN THE GRE TESTING 

PROCEDURES 

Educational Testing Service has advised us of the folllowing changes regarding the GRE: 

* During the 1996-97 academic year, the paper and pencil GRE will be given only 3 days: October 12, 
December 14 and April 12 only. 

* The Computer-Based testing (CBT) is offered six days a week from September through February in Santa 
Monica and 225 other sites throughout the United States. Students will be able to take the CBT up to six 
times per testing year. The CBT allows students to see their scores immediately following the test 
administration. 

* Beginning in 1 999, the GRE will only be offered as a Computer-based test. 

* In 1997, the components of the GRE will change in order to create two General Test packages. Package #1 
will include verbal, quantitative and analytical reasoning and writing. Package#2 will include verbal, 
analytical and mathematical reasoning and writing. Graduate schools will indicate which test applicants 
should take.
